landing of American troops on Cuban soil, commands the pa- 
triot forces in the eustern part of the island.

Gen. Bell sent a dispatch to Adjutant-

Gen. Bell believes that the wishes of the 
men in the fleld should be considered in the 
enlistment, and he is certain they would 
prefer that the new recruits come from the 
eame localities that they hail from. He 
says also that it is impogsible to induce 
men in the interior of the State to enlist 
unless they are assured they will be sent 
to the companies in which they have 
friends. 

Acting on this theory, when the order 
came for the 1700 new men, Gen. Bell imme- 
diately telegraphed to the towns in the 
State which had furnished companies, ask- 
ing them to furnish more men. He has 
telegrams from all of these towns stating 
that the recruits are ready for enlistment 
if they are guaranteed membership in the 
semepatee composed of their friends and 
nels bors. 

“it is useless for the Colonels to send any 
recruiting officers to St. Louis.’’ said Gen. 
Bell. “I have the recruits yoney for enlist- 
ment, and it is necessary only fur Maj, 
Hardeman or some other officer to muster 
them in. I early found it uld be im- 
possible to get men from small towns 
throughout the State unless they were as- 
sured they would-be among fricnds.

IT IS A FIGHT 
FOR THE FLEET. 


Naval Experts Say the Land Forces Cannot Help in 
the Attack on Santiago. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—Naval experts here regard the taking of Santiago 
as essentially a task for warships to perform. They do not believe that the army 
can be of much assistance to the fleet. According to their theory the only valuable 
aid the army can render is to occupy and hold the coast and inland fortifications 


admitted that the army can be used to advantage in bagging the Spanish garrison 
that will be driven out, but will be of no service in the battle that is to be fought 
in the destruction of Cervera. With the mines which now line the harbor channel 
out of the way and the shore batteries disabled, it is reasoned, a battleship like 
the Indiana, ‘one of the most powerful ships afloat, can steam into the harbor, and 
with her 13-inch guns battle on more than equal terms with Cervera’s ships. Once 
within the harbor entrance, the Indiana’s guns could rake the neck of the bay for 
a distance of two miles, to Punta Gorda, two miles from the entrance. Here the 
bay broadens to two miles in width and bends to the east. 

It is argued that Cervera will not send more than one of his ships down to the 
“neck” to meet the American attack. This was the plan he pursued last Tuesday, 
when he no doubt thought Schley meant to force a passage and go into the harbor. 

The experts say that the Indiana, Oregon, Massachusetts or Lowa would certain- 
ly force any one of Cervera’s cruisers to retreat to the inner harbor. The first 
American ship to pass through the neck would be quickly followed by ‘others, and 
within a half hour after the advance began Cervera would be confronted by five or 
six ships far superior in armor and armament and in water sufficiently open to ad-

To illustrate the great superiority as fighting machines possessed by our bat- 


tleships over the ships of Cervera’s ficet it may be stated that the Indiana (or the Or- 
egon or the Massachusetts) at one discharge of all her guns can throw a mass of 
projectiles which at.a mile have an energy of 31,000 foot tons. In other words, such 
a discharge would lift 44% vessels of the Vizcaya type, which displaces 7000 tons, one 
rhe breech mechanism of the 5-inch guns of the Brooklyn is so perfect that if 
one of these guns were fired at the maximum speed of reloading, five shells could 
be kept in the air all the time—or, to put it more clearly, before the first shell would 
have struck the target four others would have left the gun. 

The administration to-day is giving out the impression that the attack on San- 
tiago is to be deferred until the troops arrive from Florida. If this be so then 
nothing can be expected in the way of an engagement for some days to come, for 
it was stated at the War Department to-day that no troops have yet boarded the 
transports and several days will be required to make the passage’ from Tampa to 
Santiago. 

The attention of naval officers has been attracted to the positions in the 
harbor occupied by the Spanish flagship, Cristobal Colon and the Reina Mercedes. 
Lying in the narrowest part of the channe] the ships,"when in danger of capture, 
might be scuttled and thus absolutely prevent the entrance of the American ships. 
While this would also prevent the egress of the Spanish vessels it would tend to 
make the reduction of Santiago an extremely difficult task.and one requiring 4 
long time, for the Spanish ironclads lying in the harbor could be counted upon to 
easily repel any attack coming from the larid side until such time as the troops 
managed to secure the support of heavy artillery.

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THE FLAG THAT 
IS TO FLOAT 
OVER HAVANA. - 


NEW YORK, June 3.—The stars and 
stripes in the shape of the largest flag 
in the world will float over Morro 
Castle, Havana, when Blenco sur- 
renders. ‘The immense flag designed 
for this duty is already prepared and 
may be seen draped at the front of an 
empty storeroom at 147 Fulton street. 
A. patriotic Wall street man has had 
the great flag made. : 

It meagures 12 feet in length and 
43 1-3 feet in width, and it is believed 
that it breaks the record for size. It 
is so big that special bunting was 
made for it in Boston. The Bunting 
measured 42 inches acioss in the 
rough. Made up in the flag, allow- 
ing for seams, each stripe measures 
4 inches. It took a full piece of #0 
yards for each etripe, except where 
they run into the jack. 

The jack measures 4 feet in length 
and covers the space of seven stripes. 
The stars are not very large. From 
point to point each star measures 14 
inches. They are arranged in alter- 
nating rows of seven and eight, ac- 
cording to artfiy regulations, The 
flag will cost $280. Big as it is it can 
be packed in a large traveling trunk, 
and will not weigh more than 200 or 


230 pounds.

GEN. SHAFTER'S 
INVADING ARMY. 


With a Force of Regulars He Will Join Gar- 
cia Near Santiago.

WASHINGTON, June 3.—Gen. Shafter, with nineteen full regiments of infan- 
try, seven troops of cavalry and twelve companies of field artillery, will leave for 
Santiagzo de Cuba before Saturday night. All these soldiers are to be drawn from 


the regular army. 
The transports will land the invaders at the most available harbor east of San- 


tiago, probably at Berraso Point, twenty miles away, near which is a good harbor 
which has a breakwater and is the shipping point for iron mines. 

From heré the invading army will march to the rear of Santiago and-invest it 
while Sampson and Schley command the harbor. 

Gen. Miles will lead the expedition to Porto Rico. As soon as the army under 
Gen. Shafter has sailed Gen. Miles will embark his troops, and it is expected that he 
will be able to start for San Juan within a week. 

By the time Gen. Shafter has landed near Santiago, Gen. Miles will be well .on 
his way to San Juan. Gen. Miles’ forces will be made up of the most serviceable 
volunteer regiments. These have not yet been decided on. 

The regular troops designated for service under Gen. Shaftter are: 

The 2d and Sth Cavalry and the 3d, 11th, 19th and 20th Infantry, now at Mobile;

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
It is astonishing what little Interest the owners of real estate and taxpayers seem 


to take in the proposed amendments to the city charter. They evidently do not realize 
the unlimited power these amendments, if adopted, would give the political schemers 
and the corrupt ring of street contractors, through the Mayor and the Board of Public 
Improvements. Under these alterations of the charter there is no Jimit to the burdens 
that may be placed on the unfortunate Owners of real estate. The cost of reconstruct- 
ing streets, alleys, highways, crosswalks, eidewalks, together with that of grading and 
all repairing, will be assessed in special tax bills against the adjoining property. Also 
the cost of sewers of every kind, district and local], will all have to be paid in the same 
way. Not one dollar will be paid out of the City Treasury for any of these public im- 
provements if the proposed amendments are adopted. | 1 

Let us look at this matter from a public or business point of view. Will the addi- 
tion of burdens, and the increase of taxes, promote real estate investments? Will it 
be an incentive ta capital to come and develop and build up our city; giving employ- 
ment to labor, increasing the basis of taxation and insuring general prosperity? In 
my judgment the adoption of these amendments would do none of these things, but 
would have a directly contrary effect. We are told by the city officials and politicians, 
who are back of and promoting the scheme, that it will give employment to working- 
men and put money into circulation. I will admit that it would do thesé things. But 
did not that awful calamity that swept Over our city a little over two years ago, 
crushed out the lives of scores of our citizens, and destroyed millions of dollars’ worth 
of property, give employment to workingmen and put money in circulation, identi- 
cally as the adoption of these amendments would? But for every one that was ruined 
and made desolate by the cyclone of May 27, 1896, there would be hundreds robbed, 
plundered and ruined by the adoption of the propsed amendments. Two years has al- 
most completely obliterated every trace of that terrible visitation. It would take more 
than a generation and numberless graves of despairing and broken hearts to hide 
the destruction and despair resulting from the adoption of these amendments. This 
ruin and destruction would not be confined to a narrow strip across the city from 
west to”@ast, but a carnival of robbery and confiscation woeld be in full control of 
every section, having full and complete authority to-tear up any street, sewer, alley or 
highway in the city and reconstruct it with any material, good or bad, as it suited 
the personal interests of our city officials. 

During the past year the enormous sum of $12,008,808 was paid into the City 
Treasury by the taxpayers of St. Louis. Yet out of that vast sum there is not a dol- 
lar for the moat necessary and urgent additions and repairs to the city’s institutions, 
to say nothing of streets, sewers, alleys, bridges, parke, etc. Does this record of our 
city officials justify the property owners and taxpayers in trangferring and turning 
over their property to them for the construction of streets, alleys, sewers and high- 
ways?

The people of this city have proved their wisdom on former occasions by defeating 
corrupt jobs and schemes, in the shape of proposed amendments to our charter. This 
is the boldest, most corrupt and far-reaching effort that has ever been attempted, But 
I hope, with the prompt and vigorows assistance of the honest, honorable press of 
our city, they will accomplish the same resylt on the 12th day of next July. Very

ON BOARD THE FLAGSHIP BROOKLYN, OFF SANTIAGO DS 
CUBA, May 81, via Port Antonio, Jamaica, June 1.—(Delayed in transmission.)— 
Commodore Schley detegmined to test the batteries of Santiago de Cuba to-day and 
ascertain their location and capacity. At 10 o’clock he transferred his flag-to the 
Massachusetts and Went on board that ship. 

At 1:50 o’clock the Massachusetts signaled the Iowa and the New ‘Orleans 
to form column and follow. A course due east was steered until the ships were 
about 7000 yards from the shore, and then, circling until they headed due west, they 
passed, starboard side on, by the forts. The heavy 13-inch guns of the Massachte. 
setts and the 12-inch guns of the Iowa were ordered to open on the Cristobal Colou, 
which was about 1000 to 2000 yards inside the Morro, while the New Orbeans’ 6-inch 
guns were to open on the forts, so as to draw their fire. 

The narrowness of the harbor entrance and the speed of the ships, which made 
10 knots, allowed of the Cristobal Colon being a target for only a few minutes. In 
that time it is believed she was hit twice, but was not seriously damag 

The entire set of forts, some six in number, opened fire, and the object of the 
expedition was attained. 

Some of the modern guns, with smokeless powder, were aimed well, buat of all 
the stots fired not one did any damage to Commodore Schley’s ships. 

The Cristobal Colon replied to the fire, but all of her shots fell short. 

The American ships fired not more than four rounds from their heavy guns, con- 
suming in all 15 minutes for the fire. The Spaniards fired more than 100 rounds, 
keeping up the fire when the ships were fully two: myles out of their range. 

During the action Commodore Schley occupied a position near the forward 
18-inch turret of the Massachusetts and watched the shells go whistling by as 
the ships got in the line of fire of the batteries, as unconcernedly as though in no 
danger of it. 

At 83:30 o’clock the Commodore was back on the Brooklyn. 

It is evident that the Spaniards have fortified Santiago very carefully and well. 
There are a number of modern guns there, evidently of English or French make, 
and they use smokeless powder, which makes it difficult to locate them. It will 
take a heavy bombardment to dislodge wee batteries and the Spanish fleet.

During the bombardment of San Juan de 
Porto Rico, on May 12, the New York was 
struck once by a 14-inch shell, thrown from 
a distance of about 5800 yards. The shell 
came over the etern of the ship and struck 
an iron stanchion three inches in thickness, 
which was broken short off at the point, of 
contact. The shell went on for a distance of 
about 15 feet and exploded in a wooden 
boat which was covered with canvas. 

The boat was demolished, the lighter 
planking being badly splintered and driven 
downward and forward against an iron 
steam winch. The oars in the boat were 
broken and one piece was driven forward 
along the spar deck, but did no damage.

The body of the second St. Louis soldier 
boy to die while in the service of his country 
will be brought home to the State for 
burial. 

But for the earnest desire of his mother, 
Private Roland McDonald of Company M, 
ist Regiment, who was drowned at Chicka- 
mauga, Thursday, would be accorded @ 
soldier’s burial. As it is he will rest in the 
family lot at Gray’s Summit, Mo. 

The tragic degth of young McDonald has 
cast a gloom over the big camp. According 
to the account of the accident sent out 
from Chickamauga a number of Company 
M's men, after the drill Zeeeee, asked 
Capt. Barstow for permission to bathe in 
Chickamauga, half a mile from the lat a 
ment camp. Among them were “gs Bw 
Kronz, Edgar Fairbanks and young Mc 
ald. The oeptals ae ve permission only to 
Kronz and anks, but McDonald 
slipped out fe onal and overtook them. 
Fairbanks was the only one of the trio 
who could swim. 

The boys have built a landing at the edge 
of the creek. The water in front of it is 
called the swimming hole. Just above the 
landing the water is from 10 to 14 feet. Mc- 
Donald did not know this. He waded out, 
Fairbanks called to him in alarm, warning 
him to go:no further. It was too late. Just 
as Fairbanks started to his aid, McDonald 
sank from sight. As he came up the first 
time Fairbanks went to his rescue. The 
drowning boy fought desperately, scratch- 
ing Fairbanks’ face and almost carrying 
him down with him. Fairbanks heroically 
tried to get the boy to shore, but it was no 
use. Kronz was almost crazed with excite- 
ment. He ran to the camp of the l4th New 
York, near the stream, and told them a man 
was drow ning. Iris reported that a commis- 
sioned officer told him Missouri would have 
to take care of its own soldiers. 

Kronz then took the news to the ist’s 
camp and a detail recovered the body. Dr.
